Board of Conciliation Sub- 
mits Majority Report 
to Government

OTTAWA, July 15.—An increase in | 


daily wages for several classes of 
workmen at the Luscar Colliers, Alta., 
is recommended in the majority report 
of the board of conciliation which in- 
vestigated the dispute between the 
company and the men, and whose 
report was issued by the Department 
of Labor here today. The increases 
follow: 

Mine drives to be raised from $4.90 
to $5.10. 

Roperders to be raised from $4.90 
to $5.10. 

Railway car handlers to be raised 
from $4.45 to $4.70. 


Firemen to be raised from $4.45) 


to $4.75. 
Engineers (second class, license) to 
be raised from $5.70 to 6.90.

The increases recommended would 
average about one cent per ton on an 
average production between 246,472 
and 281,859 tons in 1928 and 1929 
respectively. 

The majority report urges a rate of 
25 cents a ton for pillar coal on No. 
3 level should apply, with 56 cents 
on all other coal. The rate for angles 
driven eight feet by eight is urged to 
be $8.26 per lineal yard. 

The report is signed by Fraser Mac- 
Lean, chairman, and John O, Jones,

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TEACHERS CONVENE HERE 


Edmonton today welcomes the mem- 
bers of the Canadian Teachers’ Federa- 
tion, who are gathered here for a two- 
day annual convention. The selection 
of this city as the place of meeting is a 
recognition of Edmonton’s position as 
one of the great educational centres of 
the Dominion. A program of enter- 
tainment has been arranged which will 
keep the visitors busy between ses- 
sions, and there is every prospect that 
the gathering will be both profitable 
and pleasant. 


COMING RIGHT ALONG 


Crops around Edmonton provide 
ample proof of the general improvement 
noted in the fortnightly report issued 
by the Department of Agriculture on 
Saturday. In every direction from the 
city the progress since the first of the 
month has been marked. Wheat and 
barley are now headed out in most 
districts, with good stands of grain of 
fair height. The appearance of the 
country, clothed in varying tints of 
green, beggars description, and the 
outlook for a good yield in this part of 
the province is bright. 


“THE FAIR» 


The Calgary exhibition and stamp- 
erie drew a totel attendance about one- 
fifth less than that of last year. As 

nditions a year ago were most favor- 
the showing is one in which the 
directors of the enterprise are very pro- 
perly gratified. 
onton’s fair is radically differ- 
of the southern city. 
Each reflects the trend of agricultural 
development traditionally dominant in 
the section of the province in which it 
is held. Ranching was the occupation 
of the men who first brought the soil 
of southern Alberta into productive use. 
Mixed farming was the type followed by 
those who pioneered the fertile areas in 
central Alberta. Hence the stampede 
is the outstanding feature of Calgary's 
annual exhibition, while Edmonton’s fair 
takes on the distinctive character of a 
general agricultural! exhibition. 

This is a year in which attendance 
records are not likely to be broken~at 
fairs of any kind held anywhere. But, 
given favorable weather, there is every 
reason to suppose that the event at Ed- 
monton this week will draw crowds rela- 
tively as large as those which gathered 
at Calgary last week. The entries are 
quite aS numerous as usual in all 
classes, while the livestoek exhibit has 
filled up every available stable and shed 
and many animals are being housed in 
tents. With the exhibition proper thus 
offering more than ordinary induce- 
ments, and an entirely new program of 
platform and other attractions, Edmon- 
ton should be in reality this week “the 
place where town and country meet.” 
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WORK FOR THOUSANDS 


For more than one reason it is to 
be hoped the provincial governments 
will take note of Premier King’s sug- 
gestion that the federal and provincial 
authorities should unite in a compre- 
hensive program of eliminating level 
crossings and replacing these with sub- 
ways at danger points. Action along 
that line is overdue, witness the horrify- 
ing series of tragedies which make up 
a standing and outstanding feature in 
the daily grist of news. Last year 1294 
nersons were killed in motor mishaps 


in Canada. It is safe to sav that at 
least half the number died at the “level 
crossing”. 


Responsibility for replacing such 
crossings with subways is divided be- 
tween the municipality concerned, the 
railway, and the Dominion Government. 


But the curious fact is that while 
parliament has been voting money 


ly for this purpose for more 
than fifteen years, the bulk of the 
money has never been spent. The fund 
has gone on accumulating, for the 
reason that the municipalities or the 
railways were less willing to bear their 
share of the cost than parliament was 
to contribute the share due from the 
federal treasury. 

The municipalities, rather than the 
railways, are the parties chiefly at fault 
for this failure to make greater head- 
way in the safeguarding of railway

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crossings. The initiative has rested with 
the municipal council; and the council, 
impressed and sometimes embarrassed 
by innumerable demands upon the 
pocket of the taxpayer, has naturally 
been loath to exercise its initiative until 


* shocked into action by recurring trag- 


edies at some particular crossing. 


There has not been, as a con- 
sequence, any general or systematic 
effort to make crossings safe. Seem- 


ingly it is useless to hope for any such 
general effort unless the provincial 
governments will step into the situation 
and undertake to meet part of the ex- 
pense which now falls upon the muni- 
cipalities. And it is equally useless to 
hope that there will be any slowing 
down of the increase in crossing acci- 
dents until inaction is broken up and 
something like a nation-wide scheme for 
the progressive safe-guarding of cross- 
ings is set in motion. 

This would be an excellent time to 
start action on such a program. Digging 
a subway is work at which any able- 
bodied man can be usefully employed. 
It is work that will have to be done 
sometime at thousands of places in this 


Dominion. It is work that can be 
carried on in summer or winter. If 
plans were drawn up this summer, 


many thousands of men could be thus 
employed during the coming winter 
putting in subways which are an actual 
necessity at the present time.
